But Jn 
business he has been as unscrupulous 
as a fox and as merciless as-a-wolf.

"Heaviest Hole 1 Have Ever Known." 


The president of the Standard Oil is 


fond of telling about the heaviest hole 
he ever beard of. It appears that in an 
earlier day he ordered from a foundry 
some castings, one solid and one with 
a hole. The bill was rendered for two 
solid castings. "Mr. Rockefeller called 
attention to this and received the fol- 
lowing credit: 


"J. D. Rockefeller, Cr., by 1 hole, 


weight 432 pounds, $12.50." 


"That," chuckled-John D., "was the 


heaviest hole I have ever known." 


There Is another and an earlier story 


that shows another phase of Rockefel- 
ler's character. The late Arnasa Stone 
of Cleveland was the heaviest stock- 
bolder in the Standard Oil company 
back in the seventies. Stone, who was 
a man of importance, later becoming 
the father-in-law of Colonel John Hay, 
had a habit of laying down the law. 
One day he was engaged In that occu- 
pation in a directors' meeting of the 
Standard. 


"Just a moment, Mr. Stone," said 


Rockefeller. "I want you to know be- 
fore this discussion goes any further 
that you can run your rolling mills and 
banks as you please, but you can't run 
Standard Oil." 


"I presume," said Mr. Stone after a 


moment's painful silence, "you stand 
ready to buy my stock, Mr. President" 


"Certainly." 
"Well, I'll take f 100,000. and my offer 


holds good from 10 o'clock tomorrow 
morning until a quarter after." Where- 
upon Stone left the room. 


Rockefeller was not very flush in 


those days, and no one knows how he 
raised the money, but'at the stipulated 
time he sent a friend to buy the stock. 


A Man of Mystery. 


John D. Rockefeller is a much stron- 


ger man physically than is generally 
believed. 
He is above the medium 


height has a good pair of shoulders 
and a vigorous step. Tbe peculiar dis- 
ease that caused him to lose all his 
hair gives him a very ancient and un- 
canny appearance. Recently the wear- 
ing of a wig modifies this strange as- 
pect His head is large and high, his 
lips thin and almost cruel and his eye 
like a blank wall. 
It locks through 


one without telling anything in return. 
Wbeu the man is deeply stirred it flash- 
es with a cunning and almost malevo- 
lent gleam, but these occasions are 
rare. If tbe eye is the window of tbe 
soul John D. Rockefeller knows how 
to veil bis soul so that tbe world may 
not see the inmost springs of his ac- 
tion. He bas ever been a man of mys- 
tery, keen to find out tbe business se- 
crets of others, but cautions about giv- 
ing his own. even to his most intimate 
associates.

Then he was 
sent to Homestead, where he made like 
improvements. At the death of Cap- 
tain Jones lie was called back to Brad- 
dock as mauager. 
After the disas- 


trous strike at Homestead his jurisdic- 
tion was extended, and both plants 
were placed under his management, 
It was a difficult task to organize order 
out of the chaos at Homestead, but he 
succeeded. It is worthy of note that 
Charley Schwab has ne?er had a strike 
of the men under him. 


Partner of Carnegie. 


It was at about this time that a for- 


eign steel mill offered him a position at 
a largely increased salary. He not 011- 
y declined it, but said nothing about 
the offer. Carnegie came to.hear of it, 
however, and it so impressed him that 
he made Schwab.a "partner in the busi- 
ness and soon after had him elected 
president of the Carnegie company. 


Just what part far. Schwab took in 


organizing the steel trust will' never 
be known, but it is certain that he was 
an important factor. It has even been 
stated that- he- originated the scheme. 
However that may be, Mr. Carnegie in- 
sisted that his young assistant be made 
the first president of the gigantic con- 
cern, which then had the largest capi- 
tal stock of any company on earth.

Mr. Schwab's charitable Inclinations 


have led mostly in the direction of per- 
sonal gifts to his workmen, lavish tips, 
donations for the purpose of building 
Catholic churches at Loretto and else- 
where and contributions to industrial 
schools. He Is known to have given 
one old employee at Braddock $1,0)0 
aud smaller amounts to many others. 


Liberal Subscription. 


As to the way he slings dollars, the 


following story is told: 


One day a young man approached 


the steel trust president for a,sub- 
scription to a charitable purpose. 
Schwab heard his story, turned to an 
acquaintance and began talking about 
something else, in the meantime feel- 
ing in his pockets for :ioose change. 
The young cian's heart sank, for he 
had expectea a liberal subscription. 
Finally the steel man fished up a bill 
and handed it over, while he went on 
with his talk, still delving into his 
pockets. Two or three times a bill was 
dug up, after which the charity solicit- 
or thanked him and departed. When 
he got outside the man counted the 
money and almost dropped dead at 
finding it amounted to $1,500. 


Schwab's chief hobby, however, In 


industrial schools. He is almost as 
enthusiastic on this subject as Carne- 
gie is on libraries. At Braddock'and 
Homestead very fine training schools 
have been .erected as a result of dona- 
tions made by the former steel presi- 
dent. He has made other like benefac- 
tions in other places. At Richmond 
Beach, New York, he has spent hun- 
dreds of thousands in an effort to 
found an institution wherein cripples 
may be taught some manual employ- 
ment that will keep them from want 


In speaking of the gifts made by 


himself and Mrs. Schwab he mentions 
his fad for industrial training and 
adds a touch that is not without pathos 
when he says: 


"Now, it's along these lines that we 


are going to spend our money,' for 
manual training schools—that is, when 
we get some to spend. What little we 
have .done in the philanthropic line has 
been so bitterly attacked that we are 
not going to do anything more just 
now. 
I may be a little sensitive, but 


public criticism hurts; it really hurts." 


Mr. Schwab's self possession was 


shown before the Clover club of Phila- 
delphia. This is an aggregation that 
hazes most of its speakers, interrupt-

He had always been a hard worker, 
never sparing himself, and in his new 
position his unflagging industry soon 
led to a nervous, breakdown. A Euro- 
pean trip followed, and here 'his good 
fellowship and open handed generosity 
caused his plunging at Monte Carlo 
and his lavish spending of money that 
subjected him to worldwide criticism. 
The sensational features of the Monte 
Carlo story have been denied by Mr. 
Schwab and his friends, .but the un- 
fortunate impression created by its 
wide publication yet remains; 
As for 


his health, it never has entirely re- 
covered. 
It led him finally to resign 


the presidency of the steel trust and 
doubtless had" much to do with his re- 
cent illness. 


As to the reason of his success, a 


steel man says: "Schwab's great pow- 
er lies in his ability to handle tneu. He 
is the ablest director of labor that the 
world ever knew. The vast army of 
steel workers trust him implicitly. But 
for him there would be strike after 
strike." 


One of the Loretto fathers who 


taught youn? Schwab, however, has 3' 
slightly different view. He says that 
the boy's "nerve"' was the finest thing 
be has ever seen. 


"If I were asked the elements of his 


success in life." adds this preceptor. 
"I would say that they were industry* 
bluff and popularity." 


When asked as to bis own idea of 


what had pushed him to the front Mr. 
Schwab replied: 


"I always r^lr on myself. I am a 


preat believer in self reliance—manli- 
ness which is manhood in its noblest 
form." -

Since then there have been many 


thousands of tons are borne upward 
by the tremendous pressure of the 
gases, at first slowly, but with ever 
accelerated speed, finally to be tossed 
high above the mountain top and crash 
back upon the slopes with an earth- 
quake shock. One such giaut bowjder 
was thrown out of the crater that it 
was estimated would require over half 
a million horsepower to lift. 


Ashes and steam are blown through 


the opening with such force that they 
take the form of an immense pine 
tree, as described by the younger Pliny 
in his letters to Tacitos. 


Red- Snakes That Dart and Hiss. 


Vesuvius is the sort of workshop in 


•which chaos is made, where world 
stuff is tossed about as a blacksmith 
tosses about horseshoes. AH that it 
docs 3s titanic. It sjteaks with a great 
voice. It sends its snOokc clouds nearly 
five miles high. Its ashes have been 
known to fall iu the streets of Con- 
stantinople, fully $00 miles distant as 
the crow flies, and from its top it sends 
tlov.n long, rod snakes that dart and 
faiss—snakes miles in length, 3f>0 feet 
in width and sometimes 100 in depth— 
f-nakes that <-re<>p on irresistibly, wip- 
ing out huts, trees, vineyards and 
towns as th»y move and finally plung- 
ins with a great hiding Into the sea.

Eveu 'f one escapes the ashes and 


the lava he m/iy yet bo suffocated by 
the poibonous gases, for these, loo, roll 
out of the great chimney and scatter 
death about the country side. The 
groaning and reverberating hill is an 
outpost 6f death, and many forms have 
the forces of destruction that issue to 
do its commands. It is a section of the 
inferno whose actual horrors almost 
equal those of Dante's imagination. It 
is a fountain of lire playing upward 
from the central court of hades. It is 
—Vesuvius, for there is no figure ot 
speech that conveys so dire a meaning 
as its own dread name. 


Thousands of Victims. 


No one can tell the numbers of Its 


dead. 
There is no exact record of 


those who perished at Herculaueum 
and Pompeii nor in the centuries since. 
It is impossible even to number those 
who fell in the last fearful eruption, 
tbje greatest that the mountain has 
given forth since that initial one in 
the days of Titus. Thousands of tour- 
ists have lost their lives seeking only 
to look upon Vesuvius in its quieter 
moods. Hundreds of thousands have 
paid the penalty for daring to till its 
fertile slopes. One city, Torre del Gre- 
co, has been swallowed up over and 
over again, and each time a new town 
has arisen on the lava and ashes that 
had buried the old, thus making a sort 
of municipal layer cake, as it were. 
When an earthquake once opened a 
seam through the town a. man descend- 
ing into the chasm found himself in 
a church. The human animal is a dar- 
ing brute, after all. 


It'is a saying in the Vesuvian region 


that "Naples sins and Torre del Greco 
pays the penalty." 
The smaller city 


is a sort of a buffer against the divine 
wrath. Yet through the ages' has per- 
sisted a prophecy that at last Naples 
would have" to pay her own debts, for 
she herself would fall a victim to the 
ire of the mountain. 


Millions Lost lo Money. 


The great loss from the recent erup- 


tion, the total destruction of Bosco- 
trecase, a city of nearly 10,000; the 
partial destruction of Ottajano, Sarno 
and many other cities and villages, 
the wiping out of little farms and 
vineyards, the hundreds killed and the 
tens, of thousands driven from then? 
homes, the terrors and discomforts of 
the half million people living in the 
vicinity—of these things it is impossi- 
ble for cold type to tell. The money 
loss aione is estimated at over §20,000,- 
OOir. There are over 50,000 homeless. 


The falling of the roof of the great 


market at Naples, killing or injuring 
nearly 200 people, caused the citizens 


rto shovel the a'shes from .thfeirn'bqfs? fo 
prevent other like catastrophes. 
As 


the ashes sifted down the necks of th 
pedestrians the language grew quit 
as lurid and volcanic as the mountain 
itself. The fights that resulted rathe 
relieved the tense strain. 


There have been few greater exam 


pies of modern heroism than that o 
Professor Mattucci, in charge of th< 
observatory of Mount Vesuvius. The 
loss of life would'undoubtedly hav< 
been much greater had it not been fo: 
the timely warnings sent out by this 
soldier of science. 
Through all the 


frightful days of the eruption be re- 
mained at his post dispatching mes 
sages of cheer to the distracted in 
habitants, taking records and observ 
ing- the phenomena of the terrifyin; 
upheaval that constantly threatened 
his own life. Associated with Profess 
or Mattucci is an American, Frank A. 
Perret, formerly of Brooklyn. 


Vesuvius has been in a state of more 


than wonted agitation for a year, but 
without doing any especial damage, ex- 
cept to the railroad that leads to the 
cone. It is as though the ancient moun- 
tain was not entirely devoid of sym-

This house has a north front, with no direct sun on the side of the principal 


entrance. Therefore only the doorway is protected by a porch. The front 
porches on each side are in the^ nature of cement floored terraces, with sur- 
rounding brick walls.
